WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The | 
bombing tests before the sinking 
of the uncompleted  battieship 
Washington off the Virginia Capes 
became a subject of discussion be- 
fore the House Aircraft Committee 
today, with Brigadier-Genera! 
Mitchell, the assistant army air 
service chief, declaring the ‘facts’ 
about the test should be made pub- 
lic to prevent “deluding our people 
that big ships can't be sunk.” 

In a large measure committee 
members were left to draw their 
own conclusions after comparing 
this statement with the report pub- 
lished yesterday by a special naval 
board, which described the Wash- 
ington tests and said the explosion 
of big bombs against her hull only 
rocked the vessel in a degree com- 
parable to the reaction of a salvo 
from her own guns. The navy re- 
also declared the battleship 
remained the backbone of defense, 
and minimized the likelihood of 
aircraft ever becoming a para- 
mount factor in naval warfare. 

Bombs “Too Far Away.” & 

The charges exploded in the 
ter alongside the Washington, 
Mitchell told the committee, were 
“too far away to have 
fect.” He declined to give dis- 
tance at which the charges. ex- 
ploded, saying it was confidential. 

The’ General predicted that if 
army aviators are given a chance 
at the battleship North Dakota. 
which is to be used in bombing 
tests during the coming summer, 
they will “blow it out of the wa- 
ter.” The North Dakota is the old- 
est of the first line ships retained 
under the arms treaty. 

It also was pointed out by the 
witness that “no real bombs” were 
dropped from the air on the Wash- 
ington, and that those which were 
released on her deck were “sand 
loaded.” This was apart from the 
explosion of the bombs against her 
sides. The Washington finally was 
sunk, hé said, by a battleship 
broadside of 17 shots from an ap- 
proximate range of 2500 yards, 14 
of which took effect. 

“Raby Them Over the Sea.” 

“There is no escaping of ship- 
Ping on the sea from an air at- 
tack,” Mitchell continued. “We 
have to baby them over the sea. 
Any ship that floats in the water 
lg absolutely at the mercy of an 
air attack.” | 

The General said the best way to 
bomb a ship was to get “right 
down over it” and asserted he 
descend in a “sunbeam"| 
and not be seen until — above 
the ship.

DEATH ON STREET; 
POLICE MYSTIFIED 


Body of Arthur R. Keech, 
30, Found in Front of 
Hotel at Fourteenth and 
Chestnut. 


A man was shot to death at 
Fourteenth and Chéstnut streets 
early today under circumstances 
which, ‘to the police, are almost a 
complete mystery. 


The body, identified later as that 
of Arthur R. Keech, 30 years old, 
a huckster, was found lying face 
down in Fourteenth street in front 
of the St. Louls Hotel, formerly the 
Alamac, when Police Sergeant 
James Maloney was directed to it 
at 4:30 a. m. One bullet had en-

something about your personal 
conduct and your clothes that pre- 
sents a very close relationship. 

I have often thought that the 
slovenly woman with unkempt 
hair and dewn-at-the heel appear- 
ance is most miserable solely be- 
cause she knows how -she looks. 
She seems to imbibe the unpleas- 
antness of her appearance and so 
becomes the grouch of the every 
day. Perhaps her whole nature 
and her entire outlook would 
change if she would improve her 
appearance. There is something 
psychological about it. 

For instance, I have a friend who 
never has a good time in certain 
dresses, and always enjoys herself 


’ #m others, though she goes out with 


the same group of friends. On the 
occasions that she wears particu- 
lar gowns, she is not nearly 80 
happy as when she wears those 
that she likes, 

Why is it? It is simply this: 
When you know that you look well, 
your own mind unconsciously pic- 
tures you as you seem to the oth- 
ers. Therefore, when you feel you 
are well dressed you act well You 
are pleased with yourself, and 
with this assurance make yourself 
pleasing te others. But when you 
realize you are not dressed as you 
would like, you are aware of it and 
you give out the feeling that ts 
within you. And this, too, with- 
out being conscious of it. 

I also knew a young woman who 
actually became an entirely differ- 
ent person from when I first knew 
her by regulating herself in her 
clothes. She used to buy miser- 
able-looking things and took little 
care in their selection. 

Once a friend gave her some 
very pretty clothes. She‘ learned 
how much more attractive she 
looked in them, appreciated it, and 
afterward was more careful gbout 
them. This girl is now successful 
in her work, where before she was 
haphazard, unreliable, unpleasant.

. The idea of personal conduct 
has been well stated by the Chinese 
sage, Confucius. “By attending to 
the cleanliness and the purity of 
his person, and to the propriety 


“and the dignity of his dress, and in 


every word and act permitting 
nothing which is contrary to good 
taste and decency—that is how one 
puts in order his persona] con- 
duct,”” he said. 

I believe if every one would fol- 
low this wisdom, personal appear- 
ance and consequent demeanor 
would become a habit. It would 
not be put on for occasions, but 
continuous effort every day, all the 
time, -would “put it In order” in 
your own make-up. It would be- 
come second nature, as it were. By 
this I do not mean that you have 
to be dressed expensively or be- 
yond your reach in order to be 
cleaniy and attractive, The latter 
attribute is a matter of choosing 
properly and not making mistakes 
in selection. 

Tt is better to have one good- 
looking costume. in which you feel 
well and can act well than qa num- 
ber of articles of cheaper apparel 
in which you are uncomfortable.

How to Achieve | 
Slenderness

O ONE past middle age, espe- 
N cially when of indolent habit, 

can suddenly enter into vigor- 
ous gymnastics, with the elimina- 
tion of certain foods, and not 
create a profound change in the 
entire body to which it may be 
impossible for the system to adjust 
itself: something is bound to fol- 
low and usually it is a weakened 
heart. 

All effort to reduction must be 
gradual if we wish to conserve 4 
proper balance between health 
and weight; it is like getting re- 
ligion—it comes by struggling 
for it. 

Even excessive fat.can be re- 
duced, and a proper body equilib- 
rium maintained, if we patiently 
follow the laws of nature and ad- 
here strictly to them. We are all 
creatures of habit, and it is one 
of the most difficult things in the 
world to reconstruct eur ways of 
living, especially after we have 
reached certain years and our 
tastes in many directions have be- 
come fixed. 

Fat, whether it is moderate or 
excessive, is not health. It is an 
expression of indulgence, and con- 
trary to the popular belief that 
it is “nature's provision for a 
rainy day,” the very stout are 
those who are most apt to suc-« 
cumb to such diseases as pneu- 
monia, heart trouble,tand the like. 

No cut-and-dried rules that will 
fit each individua! can be given, In 
any system that has for its object 
the reduction of weight several 
things are of first importance. The 
questions of diet and proper exer- 
cise go hand in hand. “useless one 
without the other’’ For no amount 

of dieting will be of service if one 
does not exercise, and vice versa, 
unless the diet is restricted one 
can exercise endlessly and harm- 
fully without effecting a material 
improvement. 

Now as to diet. It is foolhardy 
to cut off suddenly all those articles 
that are put on the diet list. A 
well-known English writer believes 
that bread, especially very fresh or 
hot bread of various kinds, should 
head the list of forbidden articles. 
Experiment and experience bear 
him out: so tn place of breadstuf’s 
or very dry 
toast. 

Many people do not consider a 
meal complete without potatoes, 
but we can soon accustom ourselves 
to do without them; butter should

easy when no potatoes and no 
bread are eaten. Thick soups and 
gravies and rich sauces follow. 
Pastries and sweets must gradqual- 
ly be reduced to a minimum, ‘but 
need not be tabooed absolutely. 

Lean meats, green vegetables, 
thin soups and all kinds of fresh 
fruits can be eaten. No liquids 
should be taken during meals, nor 
for an hour and a half after a 
heavy meal, but should be freely 
indulged in between times, espe- 
cially mineral waters. One can 
take too much water and become 
waterlogged. It ts just as bad to 
take too much as not enough and 
all talk of drinking as much as one 
possibly can, mounting up to four 
quarts or more, is sheer nonsense. 
All those who consume @ large 
quantity of liquid daily become 
“boggy.” Many stout people crave 
little food and prefer drink. It is 
merely a habit that can be over- 
come with persistence. 

A good substitute for an undue 
amount of liquid is lemon juice; it 
allays thirst, while possessing the 
additional virtue of acting as a re- 
ducing agent. Two or three lemons 
daily will be sufficient. No sugar 
must be added to the juice, but its 
acidity may pe diluted with a very 


little water. , 
Copyright, 1925.

Break in small pieces, an inch 
or two in length, haif a package 
of macaroni. Put into salted bofl- 
ing water. Boil rapidly for 15 min- 
utes, or until tender. Drain in col- 
ander. Pour cold water over it. 
This prevents it becoming sticky. 
Place a layer of macaroni in pud- 
ding dish, then a layer of cut to- 
matoes, alternately, until dish is 
full. Cover the top with cracker 
crumbs. Dot with bits of butter. 
Bake half an hour or a Iittle long- 
er. Serve. 

APPLE DUMPLINGS. 

Make a rich biscuit dough and 
roll out In sheets % inch thick. 
Cover thickly with chopped apples; 
roll up compactly, and cut into 
sections two inches thick. Place 
these in dripping pan with @ cw: 
side down. 

Mix two dessertspoons of flour 
with one cup of sugar; add one 
cup cold water and cook 10 min- 
utes. Pour over dumplings. Sprin- 
kle a little cinnamon or nutmeg 
over all, and bake.to a golden 
brown. Serve warm with cream.
